Officials said they ex- 
pected none. 


At Clay, Ky., a coal-mining com- 


munity of 2,000 not so very far 
from Sturgis, a crowd of about 100 
men turned away a Negro mother 
and her two children at the ele- 
mentary school. A newsman was 
told by members of the groug that 
no pictures could be taken but that 
"if they bring niggers here, you 
can take pictures of people dying."

gis found ad'echo in Texas, where 
a crowd of 300 threw gravel and 
aimed "a kick at two young Ne- 
groes who sought to

Javits, nominated unanimously 


yesterday by the Republican State 
Committee, served notice that he 
was through denying reports that 
sought to link him with Commu- 
nists early in his political career. 


"Let us get on with the business 


of this great campaign," he said 
in his acceptance speech. 


Wagner, designated as the Dem- 


ocratic nominee by a cheering, 
turbulent convention in the city's 
largest movie theatre, was champ- 
ing at the bit with equal spirit. 


"I'm not in this campaign half- 


way," he said. "I'm in with both 
feet. I'm out to win." 


Lehman, 78, cited his age when 


he announced his retirement last 
month. 


Javits interpreted his nomina- 


tion to mean Republican accept- 
ance of his blanket denial of Com- 
munist associations.

The idea for a. Water Rescue 


Division of Civil Defense in War- 
ren County, believed to be the first 
af its kind organized anywhere, 
tyas conceived by County Civil De- 
fjsnse Director, Wm. C. Fuellhart, 
immediately following the disas- 
trous flood of March 28, 1956. 


In addition to a call for volun- 


teers in the papers and on the 
radio, those selected to direct the 
organization of the unit attempt- 
ed to enlist all those who assist- 
ed in the flood as well as all other 
known boat 
enthusiasts. There

, and nearly fifty persons weie pres-

Recruiting continued along with 


i in attempt to determine what 
equipment was necessary and as 
much equipment as possible was 
obtained immediately. This includ- 
ed boat hooks, ropes, gas 
cans, 


outboard motor 
oil, shear 
pins, 


grappling 
hooks, 
etc 
Another 


piece of equipment which has prov- 
ed its worth is the two-way radio 
' installed in the Rescue Diiector's 
• car. This was purchased through 
/the generous contributions of sev- 
s era! local businesses and makes it 
possible for -the rescue squad to be 
in touch with county headquarteis 
at all times and also to have com- 
munications among boats or other 
operating units by means of the 
Civil Defense portable radios. 


It became evident soon after or- 


ganization that in order to keep 
interest high, it would be advisable 
to expand the scope of the group 
to include all types of rescue oper- 
ations and steps were taken 
to- 


ward this end 


1 -The prompt 
organization 
and 


early piepaiation paid off sooner 
than anticipated when on May 
12th a request for aid was receiv- 
ed from Wateiford where several 
Scouts had 
drowned in French 


Creek. Four boats and motors were 
dispatched with 
four 
operators 


who arrived on the scene just be- 
fore the tragic drowning in War- 
ren that afternoon. They were in- 


i formed by radio and returned 
to 


fVarren about dark to assist in 
bperations the next day. 
In the 


meantime about ten 
boats 
and 


srews were searching the rrver be- 


low Warren along with 
several 


fire departments and other inter- 
ested -volunteers. 


The next day operations were 


resumed with about 50 men and 
15 boats under the joint direction 
of the Rescue Director and 
the 


Fire Chief assisted by several men 
from Chautauqua County whose 
! advice 
proved 
very 
valuable. 


' Shortly after noon it was deemed 
advisable to discontinue operations 
due to the hazardous water condi- 
tions'and the resulting danger to 
the workers. It was decided to 
wait until the water had receded 
before attempting further search. 


By the following weekend the 


river had dropped enough to allow 
relatively safe boat operation. It 
was still necessary, however, 
to 


use motors for dragging which was 
a. great handicap. The gioup work- 
ed Saturday from noon until dark, 
returning early Sunday and work- 
ing all that day. At this time it 
was decided that the vicinity of 
the drowning had been searched as 
well as possible and it was useless 
to work 
more 
with 
grappling 


hooks. The banks of the liver had 
been thoroughly searched and the 
operation was discontinued. It is 
inteiesting to note that the body 
was eventually found several miles 
from "the scene by the son of one 
of the men who worked hard dur- 
ing the organized search.

the best unit for $525.00. 


It was paid for by a grant of 


5300.00 from the County Commis- 
sioners and thies donations 
of 


5100.00 each by three 
interested 


local industries. This left a small 
amount to cover expenses inciden- 
tal to placing the unit in operating 
condition. It was transported to 
Wan-en by a local industry 
and 


work was begun immediately to 
refimsh and repair it. All of this 
work was done by the members 
and neaily all of the material used 
was donated. After many hours 
of tedious scraping, painting and 
mechanical repair, the "duck" was 
ready for unveiling in the July 4th 
parade and soon after that \\as of- 
ficially christened and launched in 
the river. Training began immed- 
iately 
so that 
a trained 
crew 


would be available to man 
the 


"duck" in any emergency. 


Within a veiy few days of the 


launching came the flash floods 
of July 26th when between twenty 
and twenty-five families weie le- 
moved from homes in the Glade 
Run area with the "duck". 
This 


was the only unit 
which 
could 


have done the job as the tremen- 
dous current made the 
use of 


boats impossible. Boats were used 
about ten days later to 
remove 


several people from the Oakview 
area when a similar 
flash flood 


occurred. 


The group has continued to giow 


steadily until it now has 105 mem- 
bers with 52 boats and 
motors 


available for use as well as the 
"duck". The members aie being 
trained in the use of the vaiious 
pieces of equipment and first aid 
and life saving- classes 
will 
be 


started soon Much equipment has 
been pui chased and purchases of 
more necessary equipment will be 
made as funds become available. 


Moie men will be needed as the 


organization expands and prepaies 
to cope with a wider range of 
emergencies. It is hoped that soon 
the group will be equipped 
and 


trained to handle any type of res- 
cue mission. 


The very satisfactory 
growth 


and development of the 
Rescue 


Division has resulted largely fiom 
the support and help rendered by 
Mr. Fuellhart and other members 
of the Civil Defense organization 
and especially the holp of the Fire 
Departments. 
Both the

Fire Department »«d the various 
Volunteer Departments 
of 
the 


County have helped with labor, 
tiauung and advice which 
have 


been invaluable 


With .the support 
which 
has 


been evidenced by Civil Defense, 
the Fire Departments and those 
individuals

have contnbuted so unselfishly of 
their labor and funds, the Warren 
County Civil Defense Rescus Di- 
vision should undoubtedly soon be 
one of the leading rescue organi- 
zations in the area and should be 
very valuable in time of disaster 
It has already proved its worth 
several times in the few months 
since its organization and it will 
certainly become more valuable as 
time goes on.

000 would be necessary for the In- 
dian Hollow Run permanent flood 
control. 


Above this channel tube, on up- 


per Indian Run, the survey shows 
that a series of stilling walls and 
trap basins above Beaty Street 
would help collect 
debris which 


has clogged the stream previously. 


Over at Glade Run, DeBell said 


preliminary improvements on sew- 
er and water mains damaged in 
summer flash flooding would prob- 
ably be started this week. 


The borough engineer also not- 


ed that constant telephone 
com- 


munication with the Pennsylvania 
Department of Forests and Waters 
had resulted in assurances 
that 


work on permanent flood control 
for Glade Run would begin with- 
in 35 to 
60 days. The 
project 


would continue until late fall and 
then resume next spring or sum- 
mer for completion of both 
In- 


dian Hollow and Glade Run pro- 
posals. Department of Forests and 
Waters has informed local officials
